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INTRODUCTORY  NOTE. 


The  historical  archives  of  the  Government 
known  to  the  Department  of  State  as  the  "Revo 
lutionary  Archives,"  which  are  deposited  in  the 
Bureau  of  Rolls  and  Library  and  which  comprise 
collections  of  papers  acquired  "by  inheritance  " 
and  by  purchase,  have  never  been  adequately 
catalogued  nor  indexed.  That  the  work  of  in 
dexing-  and  printing  has  progressed  slowly  and 
irregularly  is  due  to  the  fact  that  considerations 
of  expense  and  the  current  demands  of  other 
functions  of  the  Department  and  of  the  Bureau 
have  controlled.  The  failure  of  a  general  ap 
preciation  of  the  value  of  these  collections  and 
the  material  curtailment  of  their  availability  to 
scholars  and  students  of  history  are  necessary 
consequences. 

The  Department,  four  years  ago,  was  able  to 
print  a  limited  edition  of  a  "  Calendar  of  the 
Correspondence  of  James  Monroe,"  but  the 
publication  of  a  similar  calendar  of  the  Madison 
correspondence,  some  time  since  ready  for  the 
press,  has  not  been  found  feasible.  Meanwhile 
the  work  of  restoration  and  preservation  has 
proceeded,  and  the  papers  of  Madison  and 
Monroe,  as  well  as  the  Franklin  papers,  are  now 
readily  accessible  for  examination — their  resto 
ration,  binding,  and  cataloguing  having  been 
completed. 


An  index  of  the  Jefferson  papers,  already 
amounting  to  about  twenty-seven  thousand  en 
tries,  will  be  finished  probably  within  a  year, 
when  that  collection  will  become  accessible. 

The  most  practicable  plan  for  making  known 
and  utilizing  the  current  miscellaneous  index 
of  the  general  collections — an  index  devoted 
to  papers  to  the  substance  of  which  all  clue 
is  lacking — is  found  to  be  the  publication  of 
a  series  of  bulletins,  the  present  being  the 
initiatory  number.  It  will  be  understood  that 
as  a  rule  no  index  given  in  the  bulletin  is  com 
plete  in  itself  with  respect  to  any  one  letter  of 
the  alphabet.  It  may,  however,  be  found  pos 
sible  occasionally  to  print  a  complete  catalogue 
of  some  particular  class  or  collection  of  papers, 
as,  for  example,  the  Monroe  Calendar.  The 
plates  of  that  calendar  being  in  the  possession 
of  the  Department,  a  new  edition,  with  correc 
tions  and  additions,  is  now  in  press,  to  be  issued 
as  the  second  of  this  series. 

When  practicable  an  appendix  will  be  printed 
with  the  bulletin  for  the  publication  from  origi 
nals  of  papers  of  peculiar  value  and  importance. 
The  documentary  history  of  the  Constitution  is 
begun  in  this  number. 


ACCESS   TO    THE   MANUSCRIPTS. 


The  privilege  of  access  to  the  manuscript 
archives  of  the  Department  of  State  may  be 
secured,  so  far  as  the  facilities  at  command  and 
the  convenience  of  the  office  admit,  upon  ap 
plication  by  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 
Applicants  should  describe  as  concisely  and 
definitely  as  may  be  possible  the  papers  they 
desire  to  consult,  the  scope  of  the  examination 
contemplated,  and  the  period  of  time  during 
which  they  purpose  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
permission,  if  accorded. 

The  privilege  is  to  be  exercised  under  the 
following 

SPECIAL  RULES  AS  TO  MANUSCRIPTS  DEPOSITED  IN  THE 
BUREAU  OF  ROLLS  AND  LIBRARY  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
OF  STATE. 

I.  Persons    to   whom    the   privilege  of  consulting   the 
manuscript  archives  of  the  Department  of  State  is  granted 
can  exercise  the  permission  only  subject  to  the  convenience 
of  the  Department  and  the  uninterrupted  transaction  of  its 
business. 

II.  No  manuscript  shall,  at  any  time,  be  taken  out  of  the 
Department  except  by  order  in  writing  of  the  Secretary  or 
an  Assistant  Secretary. 

III.  No  manuscript  shall  be  taken  out  of  the  Bureau  of 
Rolls  and  Library,  into  any  room  of  the  Department,  until 
a  receipt  in  form  and  descriptive  of  the  paper  or  volume 
be  signed  by  the  official  taking  the  same  and  delivered  to 
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the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  or,  in  his  absence,  to  the  person 
in  charge. 

IV.  No  manuscript  shall  be  detained  from  its  place  on 
the  shelves  of  the  Bureau  of  Rolls  and  Library  after  4  p.  m. 
of  the  day  it  shall  have  been  taken ;  and  no   manuscript 
shall  be  taken  from  its  place  on  the  shelves  by  any  others 
than  the  clerks  in  charge,  except  by  special  arrangement 
in  exceptional  circumstances. 

V.  The  use  of  the  indexes  in  the  room  in  which  the  old 
archives  are  deposited  is  not  permitted  except  through  the 
clerks  in  charge. 

VI.  The  privilege  of  consulting  the  manuscript  archives 
does  not  include  the  use  of  the  Library.     The  latter  privi 
lege  must  be    independently  asked  of   the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Rolls  and  Library.

DESIGNATION  OF  CHAPTERS. 


CHAPTER  A.  Records  of  the  proceedings  of  Congress. 
The  domestic  and  foreign  correspondence  thereof;

This 
chapter,  comprising  all  books,  records,  and  papers 
remaining  in  the  office  of  the  "Secretary  of  the 
United  States  in  Congress  assembled  "  (Charles  Thom 
son),  was  deposited  in  the  Department  of  State  under 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  Sep 
tember  15,  1789,  and  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide 
for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  Acts,  Records  and  Seal  of 
the  United  States,  and  for  other  purposes." 

CHAPTER  B.  The  Washington  papers,  (i)  Public  and 
private  letters  and  other  papers  before  the  Revolution, 
embracing  Washington's  official  correspondence  and 
other  writings  during  the  French  and  Indian  war;  (2) 
his  correspondence,  official  and  private,  from  the 
beginning  to  the  end  of  the  Revolution,  including 
general  orders,  army  rolls,  and  other  military  papers,

the  original  autograph  or  signed  letter  as  sent  and 
received,  and  the  transcript  thereof  in  the  vol 
umes  of  the  records  of  Congress);  (3)  letters  and 
23 
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miscellaneous  papers,  public  and  private,  after  the 
Revolution  and  coming  down  to  the  end  of  his  life 
(among  which  are  the  records  of  his  intercourse  with 
Congress  and  with  the  different  executive  depart 
ments  while  he  was  President,  and  many  important 
cabinet  papers);  (4)  the  original  letters  received  by 
General  Washington  and  numerous  original  papers  on 
public  affairs,  military,  civic,  and  other  subjects ;  (5) 
agricultural  papers,  being  his  correspondence  with  his 
superintendent  and  overseers,  giving  directions  on  the 
preparation  and  planting  of  the  soil,  rotation  of  crops, 
and  other  farming  matters.  His  journals,  diaries,  and 
similar  papers  form  an  important  part  of  this  chapter. 

CHAPTER  C.  The  Constitution  of  the  United  States.

For  the  purposes  of  this  index  the  several 
classes  of  papers  deposited  in  the  Bureau  of 
Rolls  and  Library  are  considered  as  one  collec 
tion.  The  bureau,  under  existing  equipment, 
can  not  confine  its  indexes  or  catalogues  to 
any  one  particular  class  or  collection  of  papers 
without  neglecting  others  to  which  there  exists 
at  present  little,  if  any,  clue.  While  this  series 
of  indexes  will,  therefore,  follow  the  alphabetical 
arrangement  in  the  sense  of  authors,  titles,  and 
subjects  combined,  without  regard  to  the  sepa 
ration  by  classes  of  the  severally  distinct  collec 
tions  of  papers,  the  separated  papers  of  any 
collection  can  be  readily  united  by  the  chapter 
initial.  The  existing  classification  and  arrange-

ment  of  the  bound  manuscripts  (by  volume  and 
number)  will  not  be  disturbed  except  where 
the  restoration  and  preservation  of  the  papers 
render  ripping  and  rebinding  imperative ;  and 
in  that,  as  well  as  in  the  binding  of  loose  pa 
pers,  the  original  classification  and  arrange 
ment  will  be  followed  as  closely  as  may  be  to 
avoid  the  possible  confusion  consequent  upon 
numerous  citations  from  original  manuscripts 
and  references  to  them  by  historical  writers  in 
their  published  works.

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INTRODUCTORY  NOTE. 


The  design  of  this  work  is  to  give  a  literal  print  of  the 
documents  deposited  in  the  Bureau  of  Rolls  and  Library  of 
the  Department  of  State  relating  to  the  formation  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  as  adopted,  amended,  and 
now  in  force.  The  narrative,  therefore,  begins  with  the  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Annapolis  Convention,  and  will  in 
clude  all  the  papers  in  the  Bureau  bearing  on  the  making 
and  amending  of  the  Constitution  to  the  date  of  the  latest 

o 

amendment. 

The  purpose  in  view  being  to  avoid  controversy  and  to 
meet  the  demand  of  historical  scholars  and  students  by  pre 
senting  the  contents  of  the  papers  themselves,  as  classed  and 
filed  in  the  Department,  and  as  verified  by  the  records,  and 
nothing  more,  the  editorial  function  is  confined  to  the  general 
form  of  the  text,  and  to  such  notes  as  may  be  indispensable 
to  clear  display.  For  example,  the  official  files  of  the  Fed 
eral  Convention  were,  by  authority  of  the  Convention,  re 
tained  by  Washington,  its  President.  Those  papers,  as  trans 
ferred  by  Washington  to  the  Secretary  of  State  in  1796, 
stand  apart,  and  are  so  printed. 

The  present,  initial,  volume,  comprising  the  appendices  to 
numbers  i  and  3  of  the  Bulletin  of  the  Bureau,  completes 
the  first  and  second  periods  of  the  history  as  found  in  the 
archives.  The  remaining  parts  will  appear  from  time  to 
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time  in  the  same  manner  until  the  work  is  finished,  and  a 
bibliography  of  the  Constitution  from  the  Department's  Li 
brary  will  be  appended  in  order  that  the  student  may  be 
afforded  every  facility  at  the  command  of  the  Department.

THE  CONSTITUTION.

Sundry  of  the  States  having  in  Consequence  of  a  Reso 
lution  &  Circular  Letter  from  the  State  of  Virginia  appointed 
Commissioners  to  meet  at  such  time  and  Place  as  should  be 
agreed  upon  by  them  the  said  Commissioners,  to  take  into  Con 
sideration  the  Trade  &  Commerce  of  the  United  States  £c:— 
the  Commissioners  of  Virginia,  Delaware,  Pensylvania,  New 
Jersey  &  New  York,  met  at  the  City  of  Annapolis  on  the 
i  Ith  of  September  1786,  but  did  not  think  it  adviseable  to  pro 
ceed  on  the  Business  of  their  Mission.  They  therefore  broke 
up  after  making  a  Report  to  the  States  by  which  they  had 
been  appointed  and  transmitting  to  Congress  a  Copy  thereof 
which  is  as  follows. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Legislatures  of  Virginia,  Delaware, 
Pensylvania,  New  Jersey  and  New  York. 

The  Commissioners  from  the  said  States  respectively 
Assembled  at  the  City  of  Annapolis,  humbly  beg  leave  to 
Report : 

That,  pursuant  to  their  several  Appointments,  they  met 
at  Annapolis  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  on  the  eleventh  day 
of  September  Instant,  and,  having  proceeded  to  a  communi 
cation  of  their  Powers,  they  found  that  the  States  of  New 
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York,  Pensylvania  and  Virginia  had,  in  substance,  and  nearly 
in  the  same  terms,  authorized  their  respective  Commissioners 
"to  meet  such  Commissioners  as  were  or  might  be  appointed 
"by  the  other  States  in  the  Union,  at  such  time  and  Place  as 
"should  be  agreed  upon  by  the  said  Commissioners,  to  take 
"into  Consideration  the  trade  and  Commerce  of  the  United 
"States,  to  consider  how  far  an  uniform  System  in  their  com- 
"mercial  intercourse  and  regulations  might  be  necessary  to 
"their  common  interest  and  permanent  harmony,  and  to 
"report,  to  the  several  States,  such  an  Act  relative  to  this  great 
"Object,  as  when  unanimously  ratified  by  tJieni,  would  enable 
"the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled  effectually  to  pro- 
"vicle  for  the  same."  . 

That  the  State  of  Delaware  had  given  similar  Powers  to 
their  Commissioners,  with  this  difference  only,  that  the  Act 
to  be  framed  in  virtue  of  those  Powers,  is  required  to  be 
reported  "to  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled  to 
44  be  agreed  to  by  them  and  Confirmed  by  the  Legislatures 
"of  every  State." 

That  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  has  enlarged  the  Object 
of  their  Appointment,  empowering  their  Commissioners,  "to 
"consider  how  far  an  uniform  System  in  their  Commercial 
"Regulations,  and  other  important  matters  might  be  necessary 
"to  the  common  interest  and  permanent  harmony  of  the  sev- 
"eral  States;"  and  to  "report  such  an  Act  on  the  Subject,  as 
"when  ratified  by  them"  would  "enable  the  United  States  in 
"Congress  Assembled  effectually  to  providey^r  the  exigencies 
"of  the  Union" 

That  Appointments  of  Commissioners  have  also  been 
made  by  the  States  of  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  Rhode- 
Island  and  North  Carolina,  none  of  whom  have  however  at-

tended,  but  that  no  information  has  been  received  by  your 
Commissioners  of  any  Appointment  having  been  made  by  the 
States  of  Connecticut,  Maryland,  South-Carolina  or  Georgia. 

That  the  express  terms  of  the  Powers  to  your  Commis 
sioners  supposing  a  Deputation  from  #//the  States,  and  hav 
ing  for  Object  the  trade  and  Commerce  of  the  United  States, 
your  Commissioners  did  not  conceive  it  adviseable  to  proceed 
on  the  business  of  their  Mission,  under  the  Circumstance  of 
so  partial  and  defective  a  Representation. 

Deeply  impressed  however  with  the  magnitude  and  im 
portance  of  the  Object  confided  to  them  on  this  Occasion, 
your  Commissioners  cannot  forbear  to  indulge  an  expression 
of  their  earnest  and  unanimous  wish  that  speedy  measures 
may  be  taken  to  effect  a  general  meeting  of  the  States  in  a 
future  Convention,  for  the  same,  and  such  other  Purposes,  as 
the  situation  of  Public  Affairs  may  be  found  to  require. 

If  in  expressing  this  wish,  or  in  intimating  any  other  Sen 
timent,  your  Commissioners  should  seem  to  exceed  the  strict 
bounds  of  their  Appointment,  they  entertain  a  full  Confidence 
that  a  Conduct  dictated  by  an  anxiety  for  the  welfare  of  the 
United  States,  will  not  fail  to  receive  an  indulgent  Construc 
tion. 

In  this  persuasion,  your  Commissioners  submit  an  Opin 
ion,  that  the  Idea  of  extending  the  Powers  of  their  Deputies 
to  other  Objects  than  those  of  Commerce,  which  has  been 
adopted  by  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  was  an  improvement 
on  the  original  Plan,  and  will  deserve  to  be  incorporated  into 
that  of  a  future  Convention.  They  are  the  more  naturally 
led  to  this  Conclusion,  as  in  the  course  of  their  Reflections 
on  the  Subject,  they  have  been  induced  to  think,  that  the 
Power  of  regulating  Trade,  is  of  such  comprehensive  extent,

and  will  enter  so  far  into  the  General  System  of  the  Foederal 
Government,  that  to  give  it  efficacy,  and  to  obviate  questions 
and  doubts  concerning  it's  precise  nature  and  limits,  may  re 
quire  a  correspondent  adjustment  of  other  Parts  of  the 
Foederal  System. 

That  there  are  important  defects  in  the  System  of  the 
Foederal  Government,  is  acknowledged  by  the  Acts  of  all 
those  States  which  have  concurred  in  the  present  Meeting. 
That  the  defects,  upon  a  closer  examination  may  be  found 
greater  and  more  numerous  than  even  these  Acts  imply,  is  at 
least  so  far  probable  from  the  embarrassments  which  charac 
terize  the  present  state  of  our  National  Affairs,  foreign  and 
domestic,  as  may  reasonably  be  supposed  to  merit  a  deliberate 
and  candid  discussion,  in  some  mode,  which  will  unite  the 
Sentiments  and  Councils  of  all  the  States.  In  the  choice  of 
the  mode  your  Commissioners  are  of  Opinion,  that  a  Conven 
tion  of  Deputies  from  the  different  States,  for  the  special  and 
sole  purpose  of  entering  into  this  investigation  and  digesting 
a  Plan  for  supplying  such  defects  as  may  be  discovered  to 
exist  will  be  entitled  to  a  preference,  from  Considerations 
which  will  occur  without  being  particularized. 

Your  Commissioners  decline  an  enumeration  of  those 
National  Circumstances  on  which  their  Opinion  respecting  the 
Propriety  of  a  future  Convention  with  more  enlarged  Powers 
is  founded;  as  it  would  be  an  useless  intrusion  of  facts  and 
Observations,  most  of  which  have  been  frequently  the  Subject 
of  Public  Discussion,  and  none  of  which  can  have  escaped 
the  penetration  of  those  to  whom  they  would  in  this  instance 
be  addressed.  They  are  however  of  a  nature  so  serious  as, 
in  the  View  of  your  Commissioners,  to  render  the  situation  of 
the  United  States,  delicate  and  critical,  calling  for  an  exertion

of  the  united  Virtue  and  Wisdom  of  all  the  Members  of  the 
Confederacy. 

Under  this  Impression  Your  Commissioners,  with  the  most 
respectful  deference,  beg  leave  to  suggest  their  unanimous 
conviction  that  it  may  essentially  tend  to  advance  the  interests* 
of  the  Union,  if  the  States  by  whom  they  have  been  respec 
tively  delegated  would  themselves  concur,  and  use  their  en 
deavours  to  procure  the  concurrence  of  the  other  States,  in 
the  Appointment  of  Commissioners  to  meet  at  Philadelphia 
on  the  second  Monday  in  May  next,  to  take  into  Considera 
tion  the  situation  of  the  United  States,  to  devise  such  further 
Provisions  as  shall  appear  to  them  necessary  to  render  the 
Constitution  of  the  Falderal  Government  adequate  to  the 
exigencies  of  the  Union ;  and  to  report  such  an  Act  for  that 
purpose  to  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled,  as 
when  "agreed  to  by  them  and  afterwards  confirmed  by  the 
" Legislatures  of  every  State"  will  effectually  provide  for 
the  same. 

Though  your  Commissioners  could  not  with  propriety 
address  these  Observations  and  Sentiments  to  any  but  the 
States  they  have  the  honor  to  Represent,  they  have  neverthe 
less  concluded,  from  motives  of  respect,  to  transmit  Copies  of 
this  Report,  to  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled,  and 
to  the  Executives  of  the  other  States.

The  foregoing  Letter  having  been  referred  to  a  Grand 
Committee,  and  the  Report  of  the  Comtee  thereon  being  called 
up  on  2ist  Febry  1787,  and  read  in  the  words  following — 

"Congress  having  had  under  Consideration  the  Letter  of 
'John  Dickinson  Esq.  Chairman  of  the  Commissioners,  who 
assembled  at  Annapolis,  during  the  last  Year;   also  the  pro 
ceedings  of  the  said  Commissioners,  and  entirely  coinciding 
with  them,  as  to  the  inefficiency  of  the  federal  Government, 
.     and  the  necessity  of  devising  such  farther  provisions  as  shall 
render  the  same  adequate  to  the  exigencies  of  the  Union,  do 
strongly  recommend  to  the  different  Legislatures  to  send  for 
ward   Delegates,  to  meet  the  proposed  Convention,  on  the 
second  Monday  in  May  next,  at  the  City  of  Philadelphia" 

The  Delegates  for  New  York,  thereupon  laid  before  Con 
gress  Instructions  which  they  had  received  from  their  Constit 
uents,  and  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Instructions,  moved  to  post 
pone  the  farther  Consideration  of  the  Report,  in  order  to  take 
up  the  following  Proposition,  viz. 

"That  it  be  recommended  to  the  States  composing  the 
Union,  that  a  Convention  of  Representatives  from  the  said 
States  respectively,  be  held  at  ,  on  for 

the  purpose  of  revising  the  Articles  of  Confederation  and  per 
petual  Union  between  the  United  States  of  America,  and  re 
porting  to  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled,  and  to 
the  States  respectively,  such  alterations  and  amendments  of 
the  said  Articles  of  Confederation,  as  the  Representatives  met 
in  such  Convention,  shall  judge  proper  and  necessary  to  ren 
der  them  adequate  to  the  preservation  and  support  of  the 
Union." 

The  Motion  for  postponing  was  lost 

A  Motion  was  then  made  by  the  Delegates  for  Massachu- 


setts,  to  postpone  the  farther  Consideration  of  the  Report,  in 
order  to  take  into  Consideration,  a  Motion  which  they  read 
in  their  Place;  this  being  agreed  to,  the  Motion  of  the  Dele 
gates  for  Massachusetts  was  taken  up,  and  being  amended,

Whereas  there  is  provision  in  the  Articles  of  Confedera 
tion  and  perpetual  Union,  for  making  alterations  therein,  by 
the  assent  of  a  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  leg 
islatures  of  the  several  States ;  and  whereas  experience  hath 
evinced,  that  there  are  defects  in  the  present  confederation, 
as  a  mean  to  remedy  which,  several  of  the  States,  and  particu 
larly  the  State  of  New-York,  by  express  instructions  to  their 
Delegates  in  Congress,  have  suggested  a  Convention  for  the 
purposes  expressed  in  the  following  Resolution ;  and  such 
Convention  appearing  to  be  the  most  probable  mean  of  es 
tablishing  in  these  States  a  firm  national  Government. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  Congress,  it  is  expedient, 
that  on  the  second  Monday  in  May  next,  a  Convention  of 
Delegates,  who  shall  have  been  appointed  by  the  several 
States,  be  held  at  Philadelphia,  for  the  sole  and  express  pur 
pose  of  revising  the  Articles  of  Confederation,  and  reporting 
to  Congress  and  the  several  Legislatures,  such  alterations  and 
provisions  therein,  as  shall,  when  agreed  to  in  Congress,  and 
confirmed  by  the  States,  render  the  federal  Constitution  ade 
quate  to  the  exigencies  of  Government,  and  the  preservation 
of  the  Union. 

Pursuant  to  the  above  Act  of  Congress  which  was 
transmitted  to  the  several  States  the  following  Ap 
pointments  were  made.

Whereas  in  the  formation  of  the  federal  Compact,  which 
frames  the  bond  of  Union  of  the  American  States,  it  was  not 
possible  in  the  infant  state  of  our  Republic  to  devise  a  system 
which  in  the  course  of  time  and  experience,  would  not  manifest 
imperfections  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  reform. 

And  Whereas  the  limited  powers,  which  by  the  Articles  of 
Confederation,  are  vested  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  have  been  found  far  inadequate,  to  the  enlarged  pur 
poses  which  they  were  intended  to  produce.  And  \Vhereas 
Congress  hath,  by  repeated  and  most  urgent  representations, 
endeavoured  to  awaken  this,  and  other  States  of  the  Union, 
to  a  sense  of  the  truly  critical  and  alarming  situation  in  which 
they  may  inevitably  be  involved,  unless  timely  measures  be 
taken  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  Congress,  that  they  may  be 
thereby  enabled  to  avert  the  dangers  which  threaten  our 
existence  as  a  free  and  independent  People.  And  Whereas 
this  State  hath  been  ever  desirous  to  act  upon  the  liberal  sys 
tem  of  the  general  good  of  the  United  States,  without  circum 
scribing  its  views,  to  the  narrow  and  selfish  objects  of  partial 
convenience ;  and  has  been  at  all  times  ready  to  make  every 
concession  to  the  safety  and  happiness  of  the  whole,  which 
justice  and  sound  policy  could  vindicate. 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  EXACTED,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  in  General  Court  convened  that  JOHN  LANG- 
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DON,  JOHN  PICKERING,  NICHOLAS  GILMAN  &  BENJAMIN  WEST 
ESQUIRES  be  and  hereby  are  appointed  Commissioners,  they 
or  any  two  of  them,  are  hereby  authorized,  and  empowered, 
as  Deputies  from  this  State  to  meet  at  Philadelphia  said  Con 
vention  or  any  other  place,  to  which  the  Convention  may  be 
adjourned,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  there  to  confer  with 
such  Deputies,  as  are,  or  may  be  appointed  by  the  other 
States  for  similar  purposes ;  and  with  them  to  discuss  and 
decide  upon  the  most  effectual  means  to  remedy  the  defects 
of  our  federal  Union ;  and  to  procure,  and  secure,  the  en 
larged  purposes  which  it  was  intended  to  effect,  and  to  report 
such  an  Act,  to  the  United  States  in  Congress,  as  when 
agreed  to  by  them,  and  duly  confirmed  by  the  several  States, 
will  effectually  provide  for  the  same.

Section  ist  Whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Common 
wealth  taking  into  their  serious  Consideration  the  Represen 
tations  heretofore  made  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  several 
States  in  the  Union  by  the  United  States  in  Congress  As 
sembled,  and  also  weighing  the  difficulties  under  which  the 
Confederated  States  now  labour,  are  fully  convinced  of  the  ne 
cessity  of  revising  the  federal  Constitution  for  the  purpose  of 
making  such  Alterations  and  amendments  as  the  exigencies 
of  our  Public  Affairs  require.  And  Whereas  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  Virginia  have  already  passed  an  Act  of  that 
Commonwealth  empowering  certain  Commissioners  to  meet
